EAST JORDAN — 
When a new downtown 60- 


.room, three-story hotel with 


a convention center, swim- 
ming pool and spa is con- 
structed, it is expected to 
create at least 26 jobs in the 
city.

The hotel project cost is 
estimated at $3.8 million, by

Properties, L.L.C. 

“This is intended to be a 
community asset, a gather- 
ing place, an attraction for 
tourism, (and) a boost for 
commerce,” Floyd Wright 
wrote in a site plan. Wright 
is amember of Jordan River 
Properties, L.L.C. The other 
member is Laurie Lesser 
Hodgson. Both Wright and 
Hodgson are from the area. 


The City of East Jordan 
and Jordan River Properties, 
L.L.C. have entered into an 
agreement that spells out the 
rights and responsibilities of 
each party. It also outlines 
the private and city invest- 
ments, and state grants for 
the city’s project. 

The city will apply to the 
Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority for 


a $650,000 loan. The loan 
will become a grant when 
jobs are created. The city 
will issue bonds or seek 
other financing to obtain

Boyne City ZBA tie vote defeats

BOYNE CITY — An ap- 
peal to the city Zoning 
Board of Appeals of a plan- 
ning commission action was 
denied in a tie vote. 

At a March 6 meeting, 
‘city resident Sue Hobbs pre- 
sented her case that the plan- 
ning commission’s approval 
of the One Water Street 
development’s site plan vio- 
lated the city zoning ordi- 
nance, comprehensive mas- 
ter plan and waterfront mas- 
ter plan. The approval was 
given by planners on De- 
cember 18, 2006. 

ZBA member, Chuck 
Vondra, was absent at the 


March 6 meeting. Members 
John McClorey and Pat 
Kubesh voted that there was 
an error in law by planning 
commissioners. Members 
Jim Knurick and Bob 
Carlile voted that there was 
not. 

The One Water Street site 
plan remains approved. 

The ZBA vote followed a 
presentation by Hobbs. She 
explained point-by-point the 
reasons she believed the site 
plan approval was a viola- 
tion. But first, she said she 
was not opposing the project 
or the development’s water- 
front location. 

“This is not an objection 
to the project this is an ob- 
jection to the process,” 


Hobbs said. “I know how 
much the public put into the 
comprehensive master plan 
and the waterfront master 
plan, and. if it’s (site plan) 
going to be reviewed (for 
variances) it should be be- 
fore the ZBA.” 

The planning commission 


_had waived the requirement 


that the developer appear 
before the ZBA for variance 
requests. 

The planning commis- 
sion had that authority, 
Hobbs said, but only when 
a waiver was in the interest 
of scenic views and vistas, 
as stated in the zoning or- 


dinance. She argued that 


because the variances re- 
sulted in height, density, 


use and other exceptions, 
the views were not en- 
hanced, but deceased. 

One Water Street devel- 
oper Jerry Rutter attended 
the meeting with his attor- 
ney, Jack Turner. Following 
the presentation by Hobbs, 
the ZBA asked Turner if he 
wanted to address the 
board. 

“T don’t really have a lot 
to say to you because most 
of the matters are addressed 
in the planning commission 
minutes,” Turner said. “I 
think there may be some 
disagreements about how to 
understand the provisions 
of the zoning ordinance.” 

Turner said the plans had 
a great deal of public input 


appeal 


and the process went on for 
several months. There was 
plenty of opportunity for 
people to ask questions, he 
said. 

Business owner, Bob 
Huff, spoke at the meeting 
and voiced his opinion of 
the planning commissioners 
waiving the requirement 
that a party must appear be- 
fore the ZBA for variance 
requests. 

“Tf you can have the plan- 
ning commission decide on 
all of this then what do we 
need you guys for?” Huff 
asked the ZBA members. 
“My customers come into 
town and they want to see 
the lake, and they aren’t go- 
ing to see the lake.”

Cherry producers approve referendum 


LANSING — 
Michigan’s cherry pro- 
ducers approved a refer- 
endum Tuesday to con- 
tinue the Michigan 
Cherry Promotion and 
Development Program. 


Established in May 


1972, the Michigan 
Cherry Promotion and 
Development Program 
was developed to im- 


prove the economic po- 
sition of the state’s 
cherry producers by cre- 
ating greater marking 
opportunities for Michi- 
gan cherries. 

. It will continue for an 
additional five years be- 
ginning July 1, 2007. 
The current program as- 
sessment is $10 per ton 
for sweet or tart cherries 


and $5 per ton for cher- 
ries sold for juice. 

A total of 226 valid 
ballots were cast in the 
referendum. Of those, 
184 producers voted yes 
(84 percent) represent- 
ing 120,216,082 pounds 
of cherries (86 percent 
of the production vol- 
ume represented) and 36 
producers voted no (16 


percent) representing 
19,893,472 pounds (14 
percent). 

To renew the program 
and its activities, ap- 
proval must have been 
received from more than 
50 percent of the voting 
producers, representing 
more than 50 percent of 
the pounds sold By those 
voting.
